Sgt. Marvin E. Talbert, 35- 
year-old career soldier from Fort 
Bragg, N.C., corroborated testi- 
mony given previously by anoth- 
er former P.O.W., M. Sgt. Har- 
vey N. Bailey of Amarillo, Tex. 

Talbert swore he heard Nu- 
gent, then a captain, inform a 
group of 77 prisoners in Seoul 
that he had made a broadcast 
for their Red captors to save 
all their lives. 

“I have made a broadcast for 


the security of the group“ the |. 


sergeant quoted the Merrill 
(Wis.), officer as announcing to 
the room full of troops. 

Heard Broadcast. 

Talbert also told the court he 
heard a propaganda broadcast, 
or recording, a few days later 
while eating with several other 
prisoners. He said the voice was 
that of Nugent. 

Talbert said he did not hear 
all of the statement, but as near 
as he could understand, it said 
something. “about these people 
being our frinds and ‘that our 
troops should lay down their 
arms.” 

Sgt. Bailey previously testi- 
fied Nugent prepared a propa- 
anda blast. to the effect that 

uth Korea invaded North 
Korea, that the action was a 
civil war, that the United States 
intervened unlawfully and that 
the United States Twenty-fourth 
Division should lay down its 
arms. 

The chief defense counsel, 
Maj. Robert E. Hough, ham- 
mered hard at Talbert’s inability 
to pinpoint the particular day 
of the alleged broadcast. 

Witness Excused. 

The fifth day of Nugent's 
court-martial began teday with 
the court excusing. Sgt. I. 
Minford. L. Stearns, the witness 
who said the officer informed 
him he “made” surrender leaf- }

that Nugent had admitted to him | 
he had prepared and signed sur- 
render leaflets for the Commu- 
nists enemy.

Stearns,: an Army aviation 
man, testified that in private 
conversation with Nugent the 
offiéer showed him a speech he 
had written and asked Stearns 
to read it to other P.O.W:s. 

Stearns said he protested that 
the material “could get you in 
trouble.” The accused replied, 
Stearns asserted, that he had

Presi- 
dent Eisenhower decided to stay “within two 
hours air time of Washington“ for “the next two 
or three months,” thus cancelling projected 
plans for a trip to Palm Springs, Calif. Also 
Secretary of State Dulles afinouficed that the 
Government had reluctantly prohibited relatives 
of imprisoned Americans from accepting the

How to Figure Tax or Refund

turn—have led up to the point 
where you are now ready to 
get right down to the crucial 
business of figuring out whether 
you still owe the Government 
some tax money, or if you have 
a refund coming.

return. You have decided wheth- 


er you are filing a joint return, 
filing separately from your hus- 
band or wife, or as an unmar- 
ried person, or filing under the 
spécial provisions for a head of 
household or a recent widow or 
widower. 


You have listed and counted 
your exemptions. You have de- 
termined whether you have any 
exclusions for sick pay, dividend 
income, pension or annuity in- 
come, or for any other type of 
income such as a scholarship. 
You have computed any credits 
which may be coming to you for 
dividend or retirement income, 
or for any overpayment of social 
security tax. You have figured 
out your business-connected de- 
ductions, and have subtracted 
them from your total wages, en- 
tering the result as your total 
wages on page 1 of form 1040.

have. 

If you are filing under the 
— 5 n for a head of 
household or a surviving widow 
or widower, check the correct 
box just under the space for 
your adjusted gross income. 

Then you are ready to find 
your tax liability in the tax 
table on the back of the instruc- 
tions mailed with your creme 


if your adjusted gross income 
was less than $5000 and you did 
not itemize your personal de- 
ductions. 

If your adjusted income was 
$5000 or more, of if you item- 

your personal deductions 
regardless of the size of your 
adjusted gross income, you must 
compute your tax liability. 

In the tax computation table 
on Page 3 of the return, you en- 
ter your adjusted gross income, 
and then subtract from it your 
total personal deductions. Then 
you enter the dollar value of 
your exéemptions—$600 for each 
exemption—and subtract that 
from What is left of your adjust- 
ed gross income.

Since their social security tax is 
not withheld because they are 
not paid wages, they pay it them- 
selves. 

The tax is 3 per cent of your 
first $3600 net earnings from self 
employment. 

But—if you were partly self 
employed during 1954 and 
worked part of the time for 
wages on which social security 
tax was withheld, you do not 
pay the 3 per cent self employ- 
ment tax on the full $3600. In 
this case you pay it on $3600, 
minus the total wages you earned 
from which social security tax 
was withheld.

CHILDREN IN HER CARE.

UCH has been said and writ- 
Mee about the shortage of 
school teachers, the sho 
of doctors, nurses, and others in 
physical and mental health work. 
Yet there is another field in 
which recruitment is being ac- 
celerated to help fill needs as 


‘serious as any of the others; that 


is the field of social work. This 
relatively new profession, based 
on man’s humanity to man, has 
expanded so greatly in recent 
years that its requirements indi- 
cate a perennial shortage under 
any economic conditions. 

“Hardly. a day passes that I 
don’t get from one to half a 
dozen requests from employers 
pleading with me to suggest 
someone for a vacancy,” says 
Dr. Benjamin E. Youngdahl, 
dean of the George Warren 
Brown School of Social Work at 
Washington University. “Far 
too often we're unable to sug- 
gest anyone. The schools are 
hardly doing more than replac- 
ing those who are leaving 
through death or incapacity. 
Since social workers are being 
used more and more in periphery 
cases—schools, courts, church 
and religious work—it’s a need 
that’s likely to continue in- 
definitely.” 

The Rev. A. H. Scheller, S. J., 
dean of St. Louis University’s 
Sthool of Social Work, is of the 
same opinion. 

“Communities growing 
more aware of the services pro- 
fessional social work contributes 
for the common good, as is evi- 
denced by the generous support 
extended to Community Chest 
campaigns,” he says. ‘“Mean- 
while, however, the number of 
students pre for profes- 
sional social work is small in 
comparison to the demand. It 
is imperative that a large group 
of intelligent and service mind- 
ed young people be prepared to 
carry on one of Americais most 
cherished traditions of service 
to those in need of help.” 


Local unemployment offices 
report that one of the few short- 
age areas remaining is in social 
work. The Bureau of Labor 
Statistics in a prospectus on 
various professions concluded 
that in near and long term de- 
mands, social work would con- 
tinue to need more people, and 
especially more trained people. 
Of the 75,000 social workers now 
employed in the United States, 
only 16 per cent have more than 
two ycars of graduate training. 
Some states do not even re- 
quire a college degree. 


E * * 

HERE are several reasons 

for the shortage of social 

workers. One is the expand- 
ing demand, anothef the low 
seale of salaries; averaging $3500 
for beginners, $4300-$5600 for 
experienced, with a very occa- 
sional top $10,000 or $15,000 a 
year. 

“I don’t know of any other 
profession in which you go to 
school for six years and then. 
start out, as social workers in 
St. Louis do, at $300 a month,” 
said one woman. 

“I like my work,” said a man 
social worker, “but in all hon-

the children, to help them solve 
problems, re-establish home life, 
plan for their families. 

Children in institutions get 
extra attention from her; she 
takes them driving, sightseeing, 
visiting. With all her children 
there must be a close relation- 
ship since she is their link be- 
tween the old and the new. 
Joyce admits she went into social 
work with no thought to the 
drawbacks. 

“I just went into it without a 
lot of debate,” she says. “Once 
you're in it, you don’t give much 
thought to the lack of money. 
There’s so much satisfaction in 
the work, it compensates for it.” 

“Social work is akin to the 
ministry,“ Ralph Smith, St. Louis 
County Juvenile Court officer, 
believes. There needs to be a 
3 to a cause or a prin- 
ciple 

Like others in tzimilar work. 
he finds the “satisfaction in 
helping people,” those people 
who are “put out of the struggle” 
in our competitive world, offsets 
monetary drawbacks. His job is 
concerned with the delinquent, 
neglected child under 17, re- 
quires focusing “attention on 
the protection of the child 
without losing sight of the pro- 
tection and safety of the com- 
munity.”

T is one of the areas where 

men are in demand, and Smith 

points out that one of the 
problems in social work is that 
too many men consider it a 
women's profession, or one of 
softness as distinguished from 
rugged individualism.“ 

“We're not far enough away 
from the Lady Bountiful idea 
where people of means dispense 
to needy persons,” he says. 
“Along with this is the need for 
intensified specialized work to 
meet the demands of a compli- 
eated society and that doesn't 
fit into the picture. There's a 
tremendous necessity to educate 
people to the needs of others.“ 

Social work is fast becoming 
specialized, with its child wel- 
Fare and juvenile workers, psy- 
‘chiatric and medical social work- 
ers, group and community rocial! 
workers, family sefvice workers, 
and others. Louis Huber, direc- 
tor of Fellowship Center, is one 
of a group of social workers 
whose jobs involve club work 
with children and adults from 
5 to 85. 

“We conduct classes ranging 
from children’s dancing and art 


to adult programs on mental 


health and child rearing,” Huber 
says. “We find ourselves doing 
family counseling and offering 
material aid—we have a shoe 


store where we sell shoes at 


“cost. We're active in community 


life, school and health programs, 
and right row we're beginning 
our new building at the 
Cochrane horsing development.” 

Huber, in his seventh year of 
group work, looks on it as 
emphasizing democratic living, 
thinks young people should be 
sold on the “exciting and won- 
derful part of being in this 
v 


ork.“ 

Equally enthusiastic about 
their specialties are the psy- 
chiatric. and medical social 
workers.

Because of the shortage of 
social workers, many married 
women find they can work out 
part time arrangements. Mrs. 
Paul E. Crow, for instance, 
spends three days a week at 
her Glendale home, the remain- 
ing four. working out of Family 
and Children’s Service, Lindell 
branch. With the agency 10 
years, Maxine Crow is now in 
foster home placement, but her 
work has included adoption 
work, family counseling, and 
budgeting. Like every agency 
person interviewed she enjoys 
the variety of agency work. 

“There are two people 
alike and no two families alike,” 
she says, “and it’s intriguing to 
try to figure out what to do in 
a situation. Certainly the pay 
isn’t good but once you're in 
it, that doesn't seem as impor- 
tant.” 

Besides salary deficiencies, the 
status of the social worker, 
who is regarded by some as 
a busybody, by others as a 
bureaucrat, writing reports in 
quadruplicate and confusing the 
issue with his own. brand of 
integration-co-ordination jargon, 
bothers the social worker. 

Frances Goodall, secretary of 
the Family, Old Age, and Chil- 
dren’s Division of the Social 
Planning Coun€il, in writing 
about the status of the social 
worker in the Social Work Jour- 
nal, points out that “We are not 
wholly satisfied with our present 
status. We feel that we should 
be better rewarded and that the 
work we do should be better 
appreciated . . . It looks to us as 
though our prestige does not 
match the importance of the 
work we do.” 

However, Mrs. Goodall, in her 
20 years with Social Planning 
Council, can think of no work 

“more fundamentally satisfying” 
that that of the community 
planner. 

“In one’s working life, you 
are producing goods or serv- 
ices,” she says, “and of the 
services there is nothing that is 
more meaningful than that which

relates to welfare and health 
and people. It’s not just the 
idea of helping people and re- 
lieving suffering but the idea 
that you are working toward 
conditions that will help people 
have better advantages.. While 
we do a lot of remedial work, 
plastering up the niches and 
bolstering structures, we always 
have a hopeful eye toward im- 
proving our community services 
and setting higher standards. 
“When you have an oppor- 
tunity to have a sound study 
made, as we did of day care 


centers recently,” she adds, to

INALLY, along with salary 
F and status, a big social work - 

er problem is that of turn- 
over, Workers often find that 
to improve themselves they must 
go to another agency or another 
city. A St. Louis agency not 
long ago lost four topnotch 
men social workers, each of 
whom went to another city to 
an executive position. While 
private agencies have a problem, 
state welfare offices, usually on 
the bottom of the salary scale, 
have the same problem mul- 
tiplied. 

“We never have all our jobs 
filled for any length of time,” 
Nelle Vass Martin, supervisor 
of child welfare services for the 
St. Louis County Welfare Of-. 
fice, says. “I imagine a can- 
vass of other agencies would 
show that most of them have 
one vacancy but even one short- 
age looks big when you have 
70 children in a case load and 
no one to cover it.” 

The County Welfare Office, 
largest child welfare office with 
the most varied functions in the 
state, has grown, in Miss Mar- 
tin’s 10 years there, from two 
workers to nine full time and 
one half time worker, from one 
supervisor to three supervisors.

Some social workers are re- 
luctant to become supervisors, 
she points out, feeling they are 
removed from the interesting 
personal work with children. 


“But even as a supervisor you 
know the children through the 
worker,” she says, “and you 
have the same gratification at 
being able to help them.” 


Despite the acknowledged 
shortages, the schools of social 
work here continue to be selec- 
tive in their academic stand- 
ards. Social work is a graduate 
course, requiring two years be- 
yond a bachelor’s degree, with 
undergraduate majors in soci- 
ology, psychology, economics 
and pertinent fields, ö 

Many ot the students in local 
schools are foreign students 
preparing for work in their own 
countries. Among recent Wash- 
ington University graduates, for 
example, were Jean Snelling of 
England, who returned to take 
a position at the University of 
Edinburgh; Zeinab El Naggar, 
an Egyptian girl, who is work- 
ing with the Ministry of Social 
Affairs in Egypt and win help 
set up a school of social work 
there; and Ruth Grushka, orig- 
inally of Czechoslovakia, later 

of Israel, and now at work in 

the Lasker Child Guidance 

Center in that country. 


Recognizing the need for more 
social workers, especially.in psy- 
chiatric fields, the last Congress 
passed the National Mental 
Health Act under which grants 
are given for the training of 
personnel in the form of 
scholarships to second year stu- 
dents. Schools are hoping this 
may encourage students who 
might otherwise not be able to 
afford the advanced study. They 
too, that many 
young people will find the less 
than idea] salaries and status 
outbalanced by job satisfaction 
and the future of the profession.

West led the diamond three. 
Declarer put up dummy’s ace, 
then launched a cross-ruff, This 
plan went wrong, however, when 
South led his last spade for a 
ruff in dummy. East was now out 
of spades. If dummy ruffed low, 
East would overruff; and if the 
club king were used, East would 
later win a trump trick fn* ad- 
dition to the heart trick which 
South could not possibly salvage. 


Both from the point of infor- 
mation conveyed by the defend- 
ers’ doubles and on a pure per- 
centage basis,” declarer should 
not have depended on ruffing 
out his three losing spades. There 
was a better chance that the 
heart suit was divided 3-3. Thus, 
the right line of play was: 


Diamond ace wins, and South 
ruffs a diamond. Now a low heart 
is led, conceding the trick. East 
can do no better than shift to 
trumps. The queen wins, the 
spade ace is cashed, and a spade 
is ruffed. Declarer ruffs an- 
other diamond, cashes the trump 
ace, then ruffs a second spade. 
The club king draws East's last 
trump while South discards his 
spade jack, and then the ace, 
king and six of hearts round out 
the contract.
